$175,000 State Grant OK'd 


Crime Lab Approved for Crawford Co.

A seven-year concentrated effort by the County Board of 
Commissioners and numerous local law enforcement 
agencies to establish a Forensics, or Crime Laboratory in 
Grayling, is on the brink of becoming a reality. 

Just last week, Governor Milliken signed a $103.8 
million dollar State Police-Military Affairs Budget Bill calling 
for a $175,000 State Grant to build the Crime Lab here in 
Grayling. a move hailed by Fd Lowrie, Board of Commis- 
sioner's Chairman, as “not only one necessary from a crime 
prevention point of view, but one which is expected to have a 
significant positive economic impact on Crawford County.” 

Although Lowrie was yet uncertain about what exact 
services the Lab might provide at the outset, plans are 
already underway to secure a building site adequate to 


accommodate the facility. Lowrie was certain that drug 
analysis would be one of the first services included after 
construction and start-up. with other numerous, !onger- 
range service plans expected to span a 2-3 year period. 

Approval of the State Police Grant dates back to a 1971 
inception date when Lt. Robert Ruddy of the Sheriff's Dept. 
and Pete Stephan. City Police Chief. sensed the need for 
such a facility in this area. 

It was primarily through their efforts. combined with 
then-Sheriff, Harold Hatfield. atong with determination by 
the Board of Commissioners that led to State approval of an 
LEAA (Law Enforcement Assistance Act) financial grant to 
establish a drug lab administered by the Sheriff's Dept. in 
1973 - one which would ultimately lead to some 65 law 
enforcement agencies in Northern Michigan seeking its 


services. That grant enabled the County to hire a 
professional Chemist. Carl Lugviel and Secretary, Ella Belle 
Goodwin to man the then-fledgling agency. Although 
seemingly under-manned. service was requested from, and 
extended to Northern Michigan areas stretching as far as the 
Upper Peninsula. 

Even though the grant expired in mid-1975, the Board, 
recognizing the urgent need to continue an obvious service, 
operated the facility on a month-to-month basis until it was 
able to persuade the Northeast Michigan Manpower Gon- 
sortium in Onaway to provide two CETA slots to continue 
the Lab's operation. A state funding request at about that 
point was denied. 

In June of 1976, Sheriff Hatfield. Lt. Ruddy, and other

Gov. William Milliken will win the 
Republican nomination again, of course 
he is unopposed. And most likely, Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin will again win the 
Republican nod; his challenger, Oak- 
land Prosecutor L. Brooks Patterson, 
just is not making a significant dent in 
Griffin's strength. 

But onthe Democratic side, you toss 
your coins and call them anyway you 
want. 

About the only public impact being 
made in either Democratic primary race 
seems to be among the candidates 
themselves, and among the political 
pros. As for the prople, there is not 
much outward concern. 

Maybe it’s the summer doldrums. and 
summer's a bad time to get the voter 
excited about much. 

Some of the cafdidates’ statements 
don't encourage political excitement 
either. 

For example... 

Candidate William Ralls tried to get 
Candidate William Fitzgerald in some 
hot water by claiming contribution 
irregularities. The Secretary of State 
found no basis for Ralls’ complaint. 
Fitzaeraid said he wasn’t surnrised. He 
said he viewed Ralls’ action as 
“politically motivated” rather than as 
“reflecting a genuine concern for the 
integrity of the new political reform 
law.” 

The surprise was that Fitzgerald cried 
“political motivation” with a straight 
face: of course the motivation was 
political...what else would it be? Let’s 
hone Fitzgerald’s grasp of state prob- 
lems iS a bit crisper than it seems to be 
of political ways. 

Then there’s Candidate John Otter- 
bacher. who wants to be U. S. Senator. 
~ Recently, when it was noted that most 
“polls indicate Otterbacher is not makin 
much of a.wave among ‘the voters, the 
candidate said (again with a straight 
face): 
“We won't show in the polls. We don't
